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20 Years After 


Twenty years ago today a book- 
store manager gave a luncheon in 
honor of a young lady whose first 


novel was to be 
published the 
following day. 
Her home town 
had been given 
the privilege of 
putting the book 
on sale 24 hours 
ahead of the re- 
lease date. 

It happened I 
was seated next 
to the author, 

who was also a friend. It was a 
small, gay luncheon with the 
usual congratulations and small 
talk that goes on at such affairs. 
There was a centerpiece display 
of the book on the’table. It was 
surrounded, as I recall, by small 
Confederate flags. 


In the course of the luncheon I 
asked the author if : ec had had 
from her publisher any indication 
of advance sale. She had not, 
she said. She then went on to say 
she hoped the book would sell at 
least 5,000 copies. If, she said, 
libraries, including the myriad in 
the book “lending” business, 
bought copies, she sometimes al- 
lowed this hope to lead her on to 
a sale of maybe 10,000 copies. 
This, she thought, would be a 
very happy result indeed, since 
the average first-novel sale was 
then, and maybe is now, some- 
where around 1,500 copies.

This was June 29, 1936. 

The books, as the table center- 
piece, were the fat volumes of 
*“‘Gone With the Wind.”’ The au- 
thor, of course, was Margaret 
Mitchell. P 


Well before that year was done, 
the book had sold more than a 
million copies. It was but the 
beginning. In time the book and 
the author became legends. It is 
the most successful novel of the 
Twentieth Century. 


J. Donald Adams, of the New 
York Times book review section, 
has accumulated some statistics 
on the sales. 


By January 1956, total author- 
ized sales in all languages had 
amounted to 8,000,000 copies. The 
book had appeared in 30 lan- 
guages and 40 countries. Print- 
ing in the English language had 
run to 5,000,000 copies. More than 
4,000,000 of these had been sold 
in the United States. 

During the past year, 19 years 
after Margaret Mitchell had hoped 
for a sale of 10,000 copies, various 
editions published in this country 
alone sold 35,000 volumes. 


In addition to the authorized 
editions, there were many which 
were ‘‘pirated.’’ That is to say 
they were printed without per- 
mission and sold without compen- 
sation to the author. Margaret 
Mitchell was able to obtain 
copies of some of these. I recall 
her saying her publishers con- 
servatively estimated they totaled 
more than 100,000. 

Not only was the book the most 
popular one of our time, but the 
movie made of it was the most 
successful of all Hollywood his- 
tory. An _ estimated 100,000,000 
persons have seen it—in all the 
countries of the world. It has 
grossed some $40,000,000. 


10 Years 


Margaret Mitchell was 36 when 
she sat at luncheon that June day 
in 1936. Ten years before she 
had resigned from the staff of the 
Atlanta Journal Sunday maga- 
zine. Ten years of work and 
personal maturing went into the 
book. She had a family back- 
ground of history and stories of 
the War Between the States, es- 
pecially those related to Atlanta. 
When Macmillan’s Latham came 
south as a talent scout, Peggy 
Mitchell brought to him two suit- 
cases filled with manuscript. 

She had a really remarkable 
gift for storytelling. There is in 
the book, too, compassion and 
human understanding. Also, as 
Mr. Adams notes, she abandoned 
the stereotype Southern heroine 
of excessive ‘‘sweetness’’ and 
gentility, and gave us Scarlett 
O’Hara, a _ tough-minded, ruth- 
lessly determined girl who, what- 
ever she may have lacked as a 
traditional Southern lady, was 
endowed with great and unfailing 
courage and determination to sur- 
vive. The critics have said_the 
book was neither profound nur 
original. But, what they have 
consistently underestimated was 
her gift for telling a story, her 
compassion and narrative skill. 

After 20 years, still selling at 
35,000 copies per year, it is pos- 
sible to say the book will have as 
great a span of life as, for ex- 
ample, ‘‘Les Miserables.” And 
Hugo’s book is a book very much 
alive after almost 100 years, be- 
ing written in 1862 when some of 
the events of ‘‘Gone With the 
Wind”’ were being enacted.

In the same areas 28 per cent 
of the teachers queried reported 
they or other instructors had been 
assaulted’ by pupils, some of them 
armed, during the year. In rural 
areas only 6% per cent reported 
such incidents. 

Crowded classrooms were given 
as another important factor in 
misbehavior. The consensus was 


selected to represent all types of 


schools, large-and small, in all 48 
states. The forms were returned 


‘by 4,270. 


Teachers who had been on the 
job 10 to 20 years were asked to 
indicate whether 18 acts of mis- 
behavior occurred more frequent- 
ly, less frequently or about the 
same as 10 and 20 years ago, or 
whether these acts had never been 
a problem. 

About half. of those responding 
had been teachihg 10 years and 
a quarter for 20.

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Steel Dispute Adds 
Spark for Inflation 


Whether agreement is reached before 
the strike deadline or not, the. wage 
dispute in the steel industry will have 
a severe impact on the nation’s economy. 

While a strike would affect the en- 
tire industrial world adversely, any set- 
tlement now being discussed would set 
off another round of wage increases 
throughout industry. This, in turn, will 
be accompanied by higher prices and 
increased costs of living for all con- 
sumers. 

A little research shows that since 
World War II there have been eight wage 
raises and as many price increases in the 
steel industry. Pensions were granted. 
There have been three strikes, not in- 
cluding the brief walkout last year. 

Average earnings among steel work- 
ers have increased 109 per cent in the 10 
years while steel prices have jumped 110 
per cent. With its dependent industry and 
its auxiliary and supplemental suppliers, 
steel is a major foundation of the econ- 
omy. Any dislocations are immediately 
felt throughout the nation. 

These increases in wages and prices 
become even greater by the time they 
reach the consuming public. That brings 
up the question of whether there are net 
gains for steel workers in their persistent 
drive for ever-higher pay. They are al- 
ready among the best paid workers in 
industry, with fringe benefits that are 
most attractive. 

Increases in steel prices now will 
start another spiral upward in living costs 
at a time when acertain stability has been 
achieved. Although high right now, the 
living cost index is no greater than in 
1953. 

If a strike should occur, the city of 
Birmingham, Ala. will have a two- 
rhonths head start. A strike of 264 loco- 
motive firemen and enginemen at the 
giant TCI plant has’ idled 25,000 work- 


men there for more than two months. 
Steel production loss last weekend to- 
taled 638,000 tons. Employes have lost 
$20,300,000 in wages. These 264 work- 
men demonstrate how a few can dislo- 
cate an entire industry and an entire 
community. 

How misguided can you get? 

The U.S. population of 165 million 
people will suffer the consequences. 
Surely they have a right to demand some 
stability in a basic industry on which the 
national economy and national defense 
depend. The industry itself should be 
content with a little less than record 
profits each year. 

The steel companies in view of earn- 
ings did not look good in their abrupt re- 
fusal to consider the union offer to post- 
pone any strike for 15 days with terms 
of any settlement to be retroactive. This 
was, again in view of the highest profits 
in history, an offer which seemed to have 
merit when weighed against the national 
welfare. 

However it is settled, the over-all ef- 
fect of this dispute in steel will be in- 
flationary. Until it is settled, the whole 
national economy will be disrupted. The 
public interest calls for labor and man- 
agement to reach a reasonable settle- 
ment immediately.

Ike’s McCarthy Views

One of the gratifying features of the 
book, “Eisenhower, the Inside Story,’ 
which soon is to be on the bookshelves, 
is that for the first time we learn the 
President's personal attitude toward Sen. 
Joe McCarthy, who ran with a firm grip 
on the Eisenhower coattails—and then 
sought to sabotage him. 


The book, written from the steno- 
graphic texts of Cabinet meetings, quotes 
the President, replying to friends urging 
him to give McCarthy “both barrels,” as 
saying: “I will not get in the gutter with 
that guy.” 

“Disgusted” and “infuriated” by Mc- 
Carthy’s distortion of issues and his ex- 
ploitation of the Communist issue for per- 
sonal political gain, the President com- 
mented, with wry jest, that McCarthy 
ought to be on the Kremlin payroll. The 
bad thing about McCarthy, said the Pres- 
ident, was that he was impeding the 
battle against Communist subversion. 

It was known to Washington news- 
men that the President had contempt for 
McCarthy and felt he was injuring the 
work against subversion but not until now 
has the Eisenhower attitude been made 
public.

Adlai Stevenson seems virtually assured of the Democratic presi- 
dential nomination. This is the view of many political writers and my 
own information supports it. The reasons are these: 


1. By a ca and conservative 
count Stevenson has the open or 
known support of at least 500 dele- 
gates and in a majority-controlled 
convention (the Democrats used to 
require a two-thirds vote) no pres- 
idential candidate has ever had 
this amount of strength and failed 
to win. 

2. The majority of the Demo- 
cratic governors are in favor of 
him. 

3. Stevenson, I believe, has 
the quiet, powerful support of Sen- 
ate Democratic Leader Lyndon 
Johnson and the visible and active 
support of Speaker of the House 
Sam Rayburn, the two most power- 
ful Demotrats in Congress. 


4. There is large backing for 
Stevenson throughout the Southern 
leadership of the party. 

5. Gov. Harriman’s candidacy, 
though it is being actively pressed 
here at Atlantic City, is showing 
few signs of attracting winning 
strength outside of New York. 

Obviously no computation of 
delegate strength which goes 
beyond the legally committed dele- 
gates is without a margin of error. 
But I have checked the private 
tabulation of the Stevenson man- 
agers with a number of trust- 
worthy sources who have no other 
purpose than to try to get at the 
facts. They do not vary more than 


a stall handful and 
about as follows: 

From New England and the 
Eastern seaboard states of New 
York, Pennsylvania, New Jersey, 
Delaware, Maryland and West Vir- 
ginia: 147 Stevenson delegates. 

From the Southern states of 
North Carolina, South Carolina, 
Georgia, Alabama, Mississippi, 
Florida, Louisiana and Arkansas: 
164 delegates. 

From the Midwestern states of 
Illinois, Minnesota, Iowa,’ North 
Dakota, Kansas: 79 delegates. 

From the Western states of Wy- 
oming, Colorado, New Mexico, Ari- 
zona, Utah, Idaho, Washington, 
Oregon, California and Nevada: 
127 delegates. 

From Alaska, District of Colum- 
bia, Hawaii, Puerto Rico, Canal 
Zone and Virgin Islands: 21 dele 
gates. 

Total estimated Stevenson dele- 
gates at this stage: 528. A total of 
68642 is needed to nominate, 

It seems clearly within the po- 
litical influence of Sen. Johnson to 
insure Stevenson's nomination and 
those who know him well believe 
he will. The intention of the South- 
ern Democratic leaders is to pro- 
duce a first ballot or early ballot 
decision and this is a further rea- 
son why a Stevenson victory seems 
nearly certain.

Did Dulles Make 
A Tactical Error? 


WASHINGTON—Secretary of State Dulles came 
into his news conference Wednesday full of bounce 
and confidence. The state department theater was 


wired for sound; TV cameras and lights, Voice of America micro 
phones and wire recorders were all over the place and it was clear 


something special was going on. 

The secretary of state was, in 
effect, celebrating a victory. He 
had taken a chance on releasing 
the text of the anti-Stalin speech 
by Nikita S. Khrushchev. The 
gamble had paid off in howls of 
protest against Khrushchev by 
Communist Party leaders all over 
the world and he was now clearly 
‘seizing the initiative.”’ 

Dulles was like a military com- 
mander suddenly perceiving a 
crack in the enemy’s line. He iden- 
tified it with a whoop and ordered 
a general offensive. 

On the field of battle this would 
have been standard practice but 
whether it was good diplomacy, 
propaganda and psychological war- 
fare is another matter. And by 
this evening it was being wately 
debated in the capital. | 

Mr. Dulles’ objective was per- 
fectly clear. He saw Palmiro Tog- 
liatti and Pietro Nenni, the Moscow 
stooges in Italy, criticizing Khrush- 
chev and identifying Khrushchev 
with Stalin’s crimes. He saw- the 
same thing going on among the 
Communist Parties in. France, 
Britain, East Germany and New 
York, and he wished to encourage 
these centrifugal forces within the 


~ cOmmunist world. 


His aim was to get the Com- 
munist Parties outSide the USSR 
to break away, to demand more 
and more freedom of expression 
and action. And he wants these 
same things to happen in the Com: 
munist satellites and in the Soviet 
Union itself, 

Whether Dulles encourages these 
developments by gloating over 


them, however, is the point at is 
sue. And he was visibly gloating. 


It is difficult for well-informed 
Soviet experts here to see how 
Dulles expects to deepen and widen 
the breach in the Communist world 
by proclaiming publicly that-these 
divisions jeopardize the unity and 
success of the whole Communist 
movement. 


He is opposed to ‘‘the iron discl- 
pline and brutal terrorism Stalin 
employed,” but said today commu- 
nism had great difficulty in being 
an effective instrument of the cold 
war without such discipline. 


He wants Togliatti, Thorez and 
the other national Communist lead- 
ers to go on defying Khrushchev, 
but advertised these gestures of 
defiance as a victory for the free 
world. 


Thus there was strong feeling 
here tonight that the secretary of 
state was unconsciously discourag- 
ing the very objectives he sought 
and inadvertently handing Khrush- 
chev a powerful argument for re- 
storing discipline among the Com- 
munist leaders in Rome, London, 
Paris and New York. 


“This is,”” he said, “above all, 
a time for the free world to remain 
strong in their unity, 

“It is,” he added, ‘‘a moment 
of particular importance... . ” 

Everybody agrées with this, but 
many here believe it is also a 
moment when the deep. divisions 
within the Communist Party are 
more likely to be encouraged by 
silence than by jubilant pronounce- 
ments in the State department.

If there ever was a story worth the telling to a wide audience 
it’s the story of Martha Berry. More specifically, the story of 
Martha Berry as she was known by one of her closest associates 
and pupils, Inez Henry. 

Everybody who has ever visited the Berry Schools campus and 
heard Mrs. Henry talk of Miss Berry has been impressed by the 
appealing little daily drama in the life of the woman who gave 
her life to country children, as well, of course, as the sweep of the 
bigger story of the school’s development. 

Mrs. Henry’s own story is, in a way, the Berry story. She was 
a poor country child—not a mountain child, incidentally, for the 
Berry Schools by no means restricted enrollment to mountain 
children. She came to Berry Schools from a remote country home 
in South Georgia, and to hear her tell the story makes you laugh 
and cry. 


Harnett Kane has heard this story and set it down. In fact, his 
book, ‘‘Miracle in the Mountains,” is set for publication in Octo- 


ber, the month of Martha Berry’s birthday. I have not seen the 
book, although Mrs. Henry and some New York representatives 
of the school dropped by the other day and showed me a sketch 
of the jacket, which is to feature a picture of the lovely Miss 
Berry. Aud we spoke dreamily of the prospect of a movie based 
on the Ife of Mise Berry, with perhaps Irene Dunne playing the 
lead. 


But I have strong hopes that Harnett Kane has not missed one 
word of Inez Henry's talk of her employer and friend, because 
through her affection and close association with the great Woman 
she remembers so many appealing little things. She is listed on 
the jacket as co-author of the book—‘‘by Harnett Kane with Inez 
Henry’’—and from what I’ve heard from Mrs, Henry this should 
be the best book the prolific, best-selling Mr. Kane ever set his 
hand to. 

Mrs. Henry told tne once how she came to Berry Schools. She 
was in the seventh grade in the small country school miles from 
her home and she yearned hopelessly to get more education, but it 
seemed an utter impossibility. The nearest high school was more 
miles away. Her family had little except 11 children. She saw no 
way of continuing her education until a teacher mentioned Miss 
Martha Berry. 

Encouraged by her mother, Inez wrote to Miss Berry and re- 


ceived a reply telling her there would be a place for her at Berry 


Schools if she would get there. But the railroad fare—$9.55 or 
some such sum—seemed an insurmountable obstacle to the child. 
She knew her family couldn’t raise it and they knew it, too, but 
her mother had faith that a way would open—and a wonderful 
courage, too. 


“Ill never forget the night I was sitting by the fire studying 
by the light of a pine torch,” she told me. “‘We had a lamp, but 
only one, and there were 11 of us children and my grandmother 
lived with us. My mother was sitting across the fireplace from me 
and she said, ‘Inez, you'll be going away to that school, I know, 
And you'll be needing to write to us and hear from us. You better 
teach me to read and write.”’ 


The rest of that year Inez and her mother studied together, 
and when summer came she sold her single possession—a calf— 
for $10, and arrived at the Berry Schools, walking from Rome, 
suitcase in hand, with 45 cents to her name. 

The way Martha Berry changed and influenced her life is, as 
I said, a story to make you laugh and cry. I hope Harnett Kane 
has set it down.

There's always sOmething new under the picnic sun. This 
year it’s sandwiches. Hot or cold they are different. 

The latest in sandwiches served hot are those made at home, 
wrapped in foil and heated on a grill. 

Another new and easy way to make a sandwich of distinction 
is not club but tower-style. Select a variety of thinly sliced bread 
and some popular fillings such as ham, salami, Swiss cheese, 
chicken and corned beef. Spread the bread liberally with 
margarine or butter and alternate fillings and bread. 

Pile them up to make seven or eight-decker tower sandwiches 
and let guests help themselves to one, two or more layers as the 
appetite dictates. 

To make the hot sandwich specialties, make them. ahead of 
time of varieties of bread and rolls, wrap tightly in foil. Just be- 
fore serving, bake them in the oven at 375 degrees about 15 min- 
utes or right over the coals on an outdoor grill.

The man was frightened and lost 
his good disposition because 
thought he was getting a clot in 
the leg.

Examination disclosed that one 
‘of the larger veins just below the 
surface of the skin was inflamed 
(phlebitis) and a clot was form- 
ing within the vessel (thrombophe- 
lebitis). 

The lesion felt like a piece of 
clothesline under the skin and 
extended from the inner aspect 
of the knee up to the groin.

These lesions consist of a sponge- 
like mass of fibrin and blood cells. 
The clot sticks to the walls of the 
involved vein, except for the long 
that sways back and forth 
into the blood stream.

Absolute bed rest is needed 
this type of thrombophlebitis. Heat 
The anticoagulant 
drugs, such as dicumarol and he- 
parin, help prevent clots from en- 
larging or extending 
Occassionally the involved 
blood vessel is tied off to prevent 
bits of the clot from traveling. 

Thrombophlebitis usually follows 
a period of bed rest associated 
with illness or operation. The flow 
of blood becomes sluggish at such 
times and this encourages throm- 
bus formation. In other instances, 
the vein is injured by stretching,
